I/omhm, June 20-The officers nnd 
crew of the Americsn stpam Sescon- 
net, which went ashore on the Scrohv 
sands Sunday following an exterior 
explosion, reported at the American 
consulate today. They affirmed thai 
the stenmer sustained damage a* the 
result of an explosion from without 
but werp unable to say whether •■ 
mine or a submarine was responsible, 
although marine authorities nt Yar- 
mouth hnd expressed the belief from 
nn examination of portions of metal 
found In the hull of the vessel that a 
torpedo did the damage. 

Captain nuteher. commander of the 
Seaconnet, which was bound from 
Archangel for tendon with timber, is 
remaining at Yarmouth for an effort 
to Bnve the steamer. Although she i* 
resting on a sandy bottom he has lit- 
tle hope of succeeding In the attempt 
to aave her. 

TM portions of metal recovered 
from the Seaconnet will be brongh. 
here and turned over to Consul Gener- 
al Skinner tomorrow. According to 
the sailors these pieces are heavy and 
brass-like. 

The Seacotuiett was about sixty 
miles east of Yarmouth when a terri- 
fic- explosion shook her. Captain 
Hutcher headed the steamer shore- 
ward, finally reaching the sands, but 
a heavy sea made the position of the 
crew precarious. Lifeboat* from Yar- 
mouth, however, rescued every one. 

The Seaconnet had on board a car- 
go of commercial lumber consigned to 
a private firm in Ixmdon.
